Through *T. M. Elder what is known 
as the Bishop farm ©n the east shore of 
Gull Lake ha» been i>ought for F. B. 
Lynch, of St. Paul. 
This l a n d adjoins 
the club house property 
which Mr. 
Lynch also owns. 
It is understood he purposes to build 
several commodious cottages there this 
year and will make many improvements 


about the place. 
(iu ll Lake is one of the most popufitr 
lakes in northern M innesota, but like nil j 
good things it has its drawbacks, but 
these can be remedied. 
In speaking to 
Mr. Elder this morning regarding this 
lake he said: 
“< »ull Lake, as is known by 
everyone that is fam iliar with the lakes 
of northern M innesota and the water­ 
ways, has no peer. 
This lake and its 
tributaries has been long since conceded 
to contain the greatest and best variety I 
of fish of any lake in this part of the ; 


state. 
“There are only tw’o drawbacks that 
has prevented this locality 
from be 
com ing one of the greatest resorts in the 
northwest. 
One of these is its inaccess­ 
ibility, 
the condition of 
the roads 
from Brainerd to the lake. 
'1 he other 
drawback is the illegal fishing that i> 
continually carried on in these waters. 
N etting, what is known as dynam iting, 
is continually carried on. 
B ut little by 
little these things can be removed, then 
these waters will afford for all tim e to 
come plenty of fish of a good variety ami 
all visitors will be attracted to this lo­ 
cality. 
Legal fishing will never deplete 
this lake. 
“Then if som ething can be done to 
give the people good roads from here to 
the lake the most serious difficulties are 
overcom e. 
I will agree to raise $ 1,000 
for this purpose if a move is made. 
T his can be done easily by bridging the 
narrows. 
There are now about four 
miles of real bad roads between here 
and the club house, two m iles just out 
of the city and two m iles at the west 
end of Long lake. 
By bridging the 
“narrows” the two miles at the w est end 
of Long lake would be cu t otT, as the 
land after passing over th e narrows is 
as hard as a rock. 
It is quite a project, 
but it is im portant that som ething be 
done and that at once, for the facilities 
are there to m ake this one of the great­ 
est summer resorts in the state.

J. W. Elder Comes Forward With 
Proposition— Inaccessibly 
of Roads a Drawback 


Through J. M. Elder what is known 
as the Bishop farm on the east shore of 
Gull Lake has been bought for F. B. 
Lynch, of St. Paul. This land adjoins 
the club house property which Mr. 
Lynch also owns. 
It is understood ho purposes to build j 
several commodious cottages there this j 
year and will make many improvements j 
about the place. 
Gull Lake is one of the most popular 
lakes in northern Minnesota, but like all 
good things it has its drawbacks, but ( 
these can be remedied. 
In speaking to 
Mr. Elder this morning regarding this 
lake he said: 
“( lull Lake, as is known by 
everyone th a t is familiar with the lakes 
of northern Minnesota and tho w ater­ 
ways, has no peer. This lake and its 
tributaries has been longsince conceded 
to contain the greatest and best variety 
of fish of any lake in this part of tho 
state. 
“There are only two drawbacks that 
has prevented this locality from be­ 
coming one of the greatest resorts in the 
northwest. 
One of these is its inaccess­ 
ibility: 
the condition of 
the roads 
from Brainerd to tho lake. 
T he other 
drawback is tho illegal fishing th a t is 
continually carried on in these waters. 
Netting, what is known as dynamiting, 
is continually carried on. 
B ut little by 
little these things can be removed, then 
these waters will afford for all time to 
come plenty of fish of a good variety and 
all visitors will be attracted to this lo­ 
cality. 
Legal fishing will never deplete 
this lake. 
“Then if something can be done to 
give the people good roads from here to 
the lake tho most serious difficulties are 
overcome. 
I will agree to raise $1,000 
for this purpose if a move is made. 
This can be done easily by bridging the 
narrows. 
There are now about four 
miles of real bad roads between here 
and the club house, two miles ju st out 
of tho city and two miles at the west 
end of Long lake. 
By bridging the 
“narrows” the two miles at tho west end 
of Long lake would be cut off, as the 
land after passing over the narrows is 
as hard as a rock. 
It is quite a project, 
but it is im portant that som ething be 
done and th a t at once, for the facilities 
are there to make this one of the great­ 
est summer resorts in the state.”

Emperor Nicholas, whose word is final, 
it ill declines to abandon the prosecu­ 
tion of the war, and the government 
maintains its ability to continue the 
conflict, the Associated Press is in a 
position 
to state 
that powerful 
In­ 
fluences, including several of the em­ 
peror’s own ministers, are now strong­ 
ly urging that the time has come to 
indicate to Japan Russia's desire for 
peace upon a reasonable basis. Should 
Japan 
then attempt 
to impose 
too 
onerous conditions, these Influences 
argue that in view 
of the universal 
wish to see the bloody conflict ended, 
Russia’s position will be strengthened 
abroad by the alienation of sympathy 
from Japan and the situation at home 
Improved when the nation is made to 
understand that the emperor’s pacific 
proposals have been met with impossi­ 
ble terms. 
One of the emperor’s ministers said: 
“ W e have suffered bitter defeat on 
land and sea. 
W e can, however, still 
continue the war. 
But both countries 
have guttered great losses in blood and 
treasure, and it would only profit the 
rivals of both were we to fight on until 
one or the other is exhausted. 
Rus­ 
sia has had a hard task fighting the 
war 
against 
such adversaries, 
6,000 
miles from home, and I contend she 
can make 
a dignified peace 
without 
glory hut not without honor. 
As the 
victor on land and sen. Japan can af­ 
ford 
to 
remember, 
as 
Bism arck 
did at i he conclusion of the Austro- 
Prussian 
war, 
that 
two 
countries 
which must live through the long fu­ 
ture as neighbors mav need each oth­ 
er’s friendship. 
Japan may consider 
the time propitious, on account of the 
situation in European Russia, to try 
and crush us. 
Suppose, for the sake 
of argument, she succeeded in finally 
forcing a humiliating peace, it could 
not to be more than an armed truce. 


Russia Too Powerful to Retire. 


Russia is too big and powerful to retire j 
permanently 
from 
the 
field. 
The j 
clouds at home 
w ill eventually roll 
away. 
W ith the army 
and navy re­ 
organize.!. in five, ten or fifteen years 
there will come inevitably our revenge. 
No pi rmanent peace is possible now 
or later unless Japan is reasonable.” 
To the suggestion of the possibility 
of 
an alliance 
between Russia 
and 
Japan, the m inister said: “ A reason­ 
able peace must first be established." 
“ W hat.” was asked, “ would be rea­ 
sonable?” 
“ Broadly speaking, Russia’s renun­ 
ciation of her entire Manchurian policy 
should 
satisfy Jap an ’s 
claims. 
Sin 
could have had hor protectorate over 
Korea, such privileges on tho Kvvan 
tung peninsula and at Port Arthur as 
the powers would not oppose, and tho 
Chinese Eastern 
Railw ay bo placed 
under 
international control, 
Ritssia- 
maintaining hor rights 
to a railw ay 
line through Northern Manchuria to 
Vladivostok.” 
“ What would be Russia’s attitude on 
the subject of Indem nity?” 
—'-Russia never yet has paid indemn­ 
ity, and history practically affords no 
precedent for Indemnity when territory 
is not occupied to insure payment, and 
Japan holds not a foot of Russian ter­ 
ritory. 
Japan could, 
however, take 
the proceeds of the sale of property
